—A young lady to-day was recently 
eaptured in Cincinnati with $500 worth 
of dry goods under her crinoline, which 
she had stolen. On account of the re- 
spectability of her family, the store- 
keeper refused to prosecute. 

—A Vermont lady has collected a 
string of one thousand gold beads in ful- 
filment of the dying request of a rela- 
tive. 

—The New Orleans board of under- 
writers have appropriated two thousand 
dollars for the relief of the country par- 
ishes of Louisiana. 


—Mr. John Saxton, senior editor of 
the Canton (Ohio) Repository, who is 
now in his seventy-fifth year, set type 
on the president's message recently from 
eight o’clock until midnight, in that 
time setting 3500 ems. The old veteran 
has published his paper continuously for 
the period of nearly forty-two years. 
He has helped to produce every issue of 
the paper from the time it was started 
in 1814, till the present moment. 

—Ninety-three million four hundred 
and eighteen thousand nine hundred 
and forty-seven dollars were deposited in 
New York city savings banks last year, 
an increase of ten millions on the previ- 
ous year. 

—A twenty-inch gun, the one last 
finished at the Fort Pitt works, Pitts- 
burg, was tested on Tuesday, at the 
“proving ground,’ in the vicinity of 
Wall’s station, on the Pennsylvania 
railroad. The test consisted of nine 
rounds, and was considered eotirely sat- 
isfactory. The charges consisted of sixty, 
eighty and one hundred pounds of pow- 
der, with balls weighing one thousand 
pounds each. It is estimated that the 
balls penetrated the earth In the hill-side 
a distance of two hundred feet. 

—A new Catholic church, dedicated to 
St. Joseph, is to be built in New Orleans. 
It will be 250 feet long by 120 in width, 
with two towers, 225 feet high, anda 
dome over the transept 180 feet high. 
The architecture will be of the Roman- 
Byzantine order. 

—There are eight or nine of the Lin- 
dell heirs in St. Louis worth a million 
each.

fruit, by a liberal application of manure, | 
have yielded from four to seven barrels 
of perfect apples. 
There is only one secret in making | 
apple raising profitable, and that is, to| 
select good bearing kinds of marketable 
apples, and then take tho same care | 
of them as you would of a vineyard, | 
and you cannot fail of success. «a. 
GRAPE SOILS. 
Much has been said pro and con inthe 
pages of horticultural journals, and in | 
the meetings of fruit growers, relative | 
to the soils best adapted to profitable | 
grape-growing. ‘The subject has been, | 
and continues to be, one of great inter- | 
est, as a larger amount of capital is. 
probably being invested in grape culture. 
than in that of any other one crop, con- 
nected with horticultural, and we might 
almost say wilh agricaltural pursuita. 
Leach advocate of a particular soil or 
location, has his ‘‘ good and sufficient "’ 
reasons for his preferment, atid as each 
advances them, he too often considers 
his opponent as ultra and intractable, 
Good feeling and a conciliatery spirit 
should ever characterize the remarks of | 
the horticulturist, for the seope of | 
their pursuits is over the whole 
world, and, unlike the politician, no 
ty or office aggrandizement 
can embraced asa motive of action. 
We have watched these advocates of 
clay soil, of loam or sand, and have no 
doubt all are sanguine of the truth of 
their advancements, and from our im- 
pression of their stand poin’, we do not 
doubt them. But the extent of climate 
and the varied condition of that climate 
also, within a radius of often not more 
than two to five miles; the impression 
of one that fruit for eating purposes is 
the thing sought; of another, that wine 
only, and that of a particular kind, is 
the object; the experience of one with 
certain sorts of grapes, unknown, in 
practice, to another, are all points of 
reason for the apparent differences of 
opinion. As we have said, we have 
watched these disputations, and in eol- 
lecting them, bring about something like 
the following results: 1. That the grape 
of some variety can be grown in almost 
any location or soil, and that too w.th 
satisfactory resultsin fruit returns. 2. 
That locations adjoining large bodies of 
water have the greatest certainty of suc- 
cess with all varieties. 3. ‘That with the 
light colored grapes, as Catawba, Iona, 
etc., heavy clayed soil well under- 
drained, promise most valuable for pro- 
duction of fruit for wine purposes, 4, 
That with the black grapes the character 
of the soil] is not so essential to give sat- 
isfactory results or quality for wine pur- 
poses. In this last item we may err in 
our deductions, but it is the result of our 
ion from our watching of opinions, 
ry from our years of examination of 
both grapes and wines in various parts 
of the states.— Horticulturist.

C., were presented to 
the Convention, Hev. Dr. J. BP. Hoyce, 
of 8.C., madea verbal expose of the 
condition of the institution, revealing a 
state of pecuniary affairs which loudly 
calls for action.. He asserted that unless 
something were done at once, the insti- 
tution cannot be longer successfully con- 
ducted. The professors have been unable 
to obtain salaries, and even the imost 
trifing bills against the Seminary can- 
not be paid. He reviewed the struggles 
of the Baptists in all countries aad ayes, 
in fostering the cause of religious educa- 
tion, and closed with an eloquent appeal 
ip behalf of the Institution. 

He was followed by Rev. Dr. Poindex- 
ter of Va., who also presented the claims 
of education for the ministry in a most 
forcible and eloquent manner. He re- 
vealed a sad picture of the necessities of 
the educational interests of the church, 
and earnestly urged its members to go 
forward in the great work of fostering 
education until the many fielus now des 
titute of religious instruction, both at 
bome and abroad, are po longer unculti- 
vated. He protested against any longer 
singing peaus to ignoranoe. ‘The church 
must have educated ministers, and the 
Seminary must be sustained. 

Rev. J. L. M. Curry, President of 
Howell College, Alabama, heartily in- 
dorsed the spirit of Rev. Dr. Poiudex- 
ter’s remarks. His people felt that the 
country was impoverished ; behind thei 
was a ruin; before them painiy! appre- 
hension. Socially, they were revolu- 
tionized; politically, overthrown. If 
there ia any salvation for the gountry it 
is in the religion of Jesus Christ. The 
war has developed an alarming extent of 
infidelity—a monstrous heresy—which 
must be met and overthrown. This 
country he believed to be the great 
battle-ground for the overthrow of these 
heresies. He disclaimed religious intol- 
erance: but thought the Roman Catho- 
lic Church waa seeking to subsidize 
the country, and believed that the 
only real and scriptural antagonist 
of that sect was the  Bap- 
tist church. He did not wish to be 
barsh, but asserted what he deemed true. 
He exhorted Baptists not to shrink from 
the difficulties besetting them, hut to 
press enward in the great work to be 

rformed, putting their trust in God for 
tts accomplishment. He regarded the 
entire history of the Roman church one 


of intolerance wherever it bad the 
ea and challenged history to show a 


ist cLarge of that character against 
Baptists. He believed that if Baptiste 


are true to themselves, their history, and 


their obligations, they must use all the 


agencies God has placed in their hands 


for evangelizing the world. The only 
hope of the world was a pure Christian- 
ity. Recurring to the question before 
the Cenvantion, be regarded it as un. 
necessary to urge the cause of education 


as an abstract question. Regarding the 
support of religious educational institu- 


tions as one of the most potent means of 


the work of spreadinp 
Christianity, 


e cordially united wit 
the previous speakers in urging the sus- 
tenance of the Seminary. 

Rev. T. E. Skinner, of N. C. bore tes- 
timony to the excellence of the Green- 
ville Seminary, and entreated Baptists 
not to permit it to go down for want of 
means. He would ask this question: 
Shall the institute die or live? If it be 
sustained, it must be by the efforts of 
the ministry. He was poor, but must 
be supported by some church, and he 
was willing to give a portion of that 
support to the seminary. 

7 v. Dr. G. W. Samson, President of 
Columbian College, D. ©., followed Dr. 
Skinner. He'felt that Southern Baptists 
should concentrate their energies upon 
their schools. He was willing to giye 
$500 if one hundred more subscriptions of 
® like sum were offered. He thought 
that before the Convention closed the 
sum might be placed in Dr. Boyce’s 
hands. 

Rev. Dr. J. R. Graves, of Memphis, 
and several others, spoke in favor of the 
Seminary, and urged the brethren to 
contribute. Upon the conclusion of these 
addresses voluntary subscriptions, e- 
gating upward of $10,000, were made.

In May, 
1853, the A. L. Shotwell made the run in 
4 days, 10 hours and 29 minutes, and in 
the same month and _ the Eclipse, 
under the command of Capt. Sturgeon, 
made the (oY trip on record up to 
that time, v days, 6 hours and 30 
minutes. In her race with the Eclipse, 
the Shotwell made the run from New 
Orleans to Cairo in 3 days, 3 hours and 
40 minutes. The time of the J. M. White, 
we believe, still stands unequaled. The 
run of 1200 miles, from New Orleans to 
St. Louis, was made by the White, in 
the year 1840, in 3 days and 23 hours. 
Twenty-seven years have elapsed since 
then, yet the skiilland genius of our peo- 
ple have produced po craft that has 
proved herself equal to this marvelous 
running.

11,640,670 barrels.

quantity of wool, shearing frem three to 
seven pounds of fine fleece per head, 
which is selling for high prices for 
family articles, in the form of tassels, 
trimming, fringing, ete., for ladies’ 
cloaks, opera capes, dresses, etc. 

It is really almost as fine, fleecy and 
glossy as any silk, and can be readily 
applied to the various articles of manu- 
facturers and fancy demands. It is being 
manufactured into a variety of fine arti- 
cles in the New England states, in 
Seotiland, England, France and Asia. 

These goats cross and breed readily 
with the common goat, producing a very 
fine though short fleece the first year, 
and steadily increasing each year with 
each cross, until the third, fourth or fifth 
crosses are very nearly equal to the im- 
ported and fine bred stock, producing an 
acclimated, hardier, softer, better goat 
than the original, thus literally turning 
the common goat intoa fine, valuable 
wool-bearing one.
